All tlie extremes and phases of the 


past, present and future in the history 
of BUfirtgB seemed to meet together in 
the United States supreme court on 
Monday. On the bench were the robed 
judges—a sort of connecting link be- 
tween the English judiciary and the 
state courts; aroand the benches, on 
the outside of the bar, was the usual 
small audience, composed of the people 
who have nothing to do but wait for 
something brilliant from the lawyers 
Inside the bar was the gathering of law- 
yers who are generally present on Mon- 
day mornings, waiting for the decisions. 
The room was as still and sleep-com- 
pelling as it almost always is.

was anticipated but the 
customary 


weekly announcing of judgments _from 
the bench. Sometimes a lawyer is ad- 
mitted to practice before the supreme 
court of the United States. This is al- 
ways on motion, and it makes no break 
in the drowsy quiet of the court room. 
It is part of the ordinary routine. Joel 
Parker, of New Jersey, was the candi- 
date Monday, and he was admitted as 
usual; but he was to play a part in a 
drama in which the two sexes and the 
two races also had parts. He had not 
taken bib seat before Mrs. Belva A. 
Lockwood, recently admitted to the bar 
by special act of congress, rose and 
moved the admission of another person. 
It turned out to be a coal-black negro 
from the south. J'he white man, the 
woman, and the negro all stood up to- 
gether. The white man, the represent- 
ative of the old democracy and the ne- 
gro placed their handu'on the bible to- 
gether and took the customary oath, 
and were admitted to practice before

ing that the law has the same efficacy 
whether administered in a weak, timid, 
hesitating, ineffective way, or whether 
administered with decision, firmness, 
and resolution—whether administered 
by one in whom the people have little 
confidence, or by one for whom they 
have the deepest respect. To state such 
• proposition is to expose its fallacy. 
If it were correct, it would make no 
difference what sort of men, provided 
they were equally honest, were elected 
to public place—whether they were 
men with force of character, or without 
it. True, the ruler is not above the 
law; he cannot make a law unto him- 
self; his strength comes from the au- 
thority with which the law equips him. 
But the law cannot execute itself. Its 
•virtue depends upon the fidelity and 
vigor with which it is executed. And 
will it be pretended that the measure 
of this vigor is entirely independent of 
the quality of the ruler? 


Take the cases which come close 


home to us and are familiar to all. Has 
the law the same efficacy in the hands 
of a weak, inefficient district attorney 
as in those of a fearless, uncompromis- 
ing officer ? Has it the same strength 
when administered by an imbecile and 
undecided Judge as when administered 
oy a firm, positive, courageous man on 
the bench? The law itself may be 
precisely the same in both case?. It 
may confer the same powers and en- 
join the same duties. But does it in- 
spire the same respect and confidence 
among the people ? Does it create the 
same wholesome fear on the part of the 
lawless element of society ? To ask 
such questions is to answer them. 


The general feeling for a "strong 


man" in the coming presidential con- 
test is natural and proper. It does not 
mean any thought of disregarding the 
law. It does not mean any "distrust of 
American institutions." 
But it does 


mean that the people perceive threat- 
ening dangers, and that in this emer- 
gency they want a man who will not 
override the law himself nor allow oth- 
ers to override it—a man who will rise 
to the demands of the occasion and in- 
spire a feeling of security. "The 
strength of the president," says Har- 
per's Weddy, "is in the law;" aye, and 
the strength of the law is in a presi- 
dent who will defend and execute it. 
"What we need," adds Harper, "is not 
the government of a strong man, but of 
a strong people, that is, of a people 
strong in their loyalty.'1 So we needed 
this in Maine; but we found the repre- 
sentatives of a great party ready to 
overthrow the law, and if that crisis 
had been met with weak and uncertain 
spirit, what would have been the end ? 


It would be madness to shut our eyes 


to the meaning of the attempted usur- 
pation in Maine and to the perils before 
us. There is too much reason to fear 
that the next Presidential election and 
declaration will present the gravest 
crisis we have confronted. Is it strange 
then, that the people should seek some 
tried and trusty leadc-r whose name 
and personality will be a bulwark of 
strength?

A sensational report conies from 


Paris, to the effect that advices have 
been received in that city from Berlin, 
stating that the German government ia 
preparing to send an army of 40,000 
men to the Dutch frontier, and that or- 
ders for this movement have already 
been given and are in progress of speedy 
execution. Much speculation and ex- 
citement have been caused by the news 
in Paris. The statement put forth by 
the German government that the object 
is to prevent smuggling is ridiculous, 
and the general opinion is that this 
is the first step in a series of operations 
planned by Prince Bismarck for the 
seizure of Holland and the ultimate ac- 
quisition of Belgium. Until this news 
is confirmed, it may be taken with sev- 
eral grains of salt.
